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The  Committee  of  Management  meet  not  less  than  4  times  a  year 
The  House  Committee  meet  monthly. 


REPORT  FOR  1926. 

THE  Committee  of  the  Milford-on-Sea  War  Memorial  Cottage 
Hospital  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Subscribers 
their  Eighth  Annual  Report. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year  has  been 
normal.  The  number  of  patients  admitted  has  been  one  more 
than  in  1925,  whilst  the  number  of  cases  treated  but  not  requiring 
admission  into  Hospital  has  increased  by  124.

During  the  month  of  May  the  Hospital  was  closed  for 
much  needed  repairs  and  redecorations,  whilst  the  installation 
of  a  new  stove  in  the  Hall  effected  a  tremendous  improvement 
to  the  comfort  of  the  entire  building,  at  the  same  time  heating 
the  Operating  Theatre  when  necessary. 

The  inadequate  accommodation  of  the  present  building 
has  become  more  insistent  during  the  past  year.  Several  cases 
have  been  under  treatment,  the  nature  of  the  malady  being  such 
that  further  admissions  could  not  be  considered  whilst  that  pa¬ 
tient  was  in  the  Ward.  Several  beds  thus  became  temporarily 
out  of  action.  Again  ,  the  present  arrangement  of  housing  the 
staff  away  from  the  building  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  wasteful 
financially,  at  the  same  time  throwing  an  undue  responsibility 
upon  the  Matron  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

War  Memorial  Tablet — The  names  of  those  who  gave 
their  lives  during  the  Great  War  were  found  to  be  in  danger 
of  obliteration.  The  tablet  was  therefore  repainted. 


Additional  Medical  Officers — During  the  year  3  additional 
Medical  Officers  were  appointed.  Dr.  Hunter  Woods,  who  has 
for  many  years  acted  as  Hon.  Anaesthetist  to  the  Hospital,  wras 
appointed  Hon.  Medical  Officer  ;  and  Dr.  Robert  Caldwell  of 
New  Milton,  and  Dr.  Neville  Goodman  of  Lymington,  were 
appointed  Hon.  Anaesthetists. 


Contributory  Scheme — An  important  inovation  lias  been 
the  adoption  of  a  contributory  scheme  of  weekly  payments  from 
patients.  Briefly  the  scheme  is  that  any  person  whose  total 
income  is  not  higher  than  the  amount  allowed  free  of  Tax  bv 
the  Income  Tax  Authorities  may,  by  the  payment  of  3d.  per 
week,  or  13/-  per  year,  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  as  an  in¬ 
patient  without  being  asked  in  any  way  to  pay  the  usual  main¬ 
tenance  charges  of  1/-  per  day.  The  advantages  of  the  scheme 
are  obvious.  Tlie  patient  is  relieved  of  all  financial  considerations, 
whilst  the  Hospital  receives  a  regular  income  ;  the  healthy  paying 
for  the  sick.  It  is  anticipated  that  in  a  few  years  time  this 
scheme  will  constitute  an  important  item  of  revenue. 

The  financial  Report  shews  a  balance  of  £56. 12.0  not¬ 
withstanding  the  fact  that  the  receipts  from  Hospital  Sunday 
Funds  dropped  from  £171.6.3  to  £32.11.3,  from  the  Hospital 
Wards  £65  less  was  received  and  from  the  Linen  Guild  £32.11.3 
as  against  £108.  As  to  the  la»t  named  it  should  be  explained 
that  last  year  £12.19  9  represented  a  generous  gift  of  linen  and 
furniture  of  all  of  which  the  Hospital  still  has  the  benefit. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  took  over  the  duties  from  the  retiring 
official  on  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Subscribers. 

With  the  object  of  seeing  whether  any  improvements  in 
the  administration  could  be  effected,  an  early  opportunity  was 
taken  of  carefully  examining  every  detail  of  the  working  of  the 
Hospital.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  minor  alterations  it  was 
found  that,  the  system  organized  by  the  past  Hon.  Secretary  was 
the  most  efficient. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  was  held 
at  the  Victoria  Hall,  on  March  7th,  1926,  the  President,  Sir  J. 
Beethom  Whitehead,  k.C.m.g.,  being  in  the  Chair. 

The  notice  convening  the  meeting  having  been  read  and 
the  minutes  passed,  Dr.  Harris  moved  that  the  Report  and  the 
Accounts  be  taken  as  read.  Mr.  H.  Mann  seconded.  The  motion 
was  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  Harris  moved  that  the  best  thanks  of  the  Subscribers 
be  given  to  Mr.  Arthur  Hey  gate  for  his  active,  unremitting  and 
successful  service  to  the  Hospital  for  the  past  seven  years  as  its 
Hon.  Secretary.  Miss  Agar  seconded  the  motion.  Carried  un¬ 
animously. 


Mr.  Heygate  expressed  his  thanks  to  all  who  had 
helped  in  the  past,  and  wished  the  Hospital  and  his  successor 
all  possible  success;  Votes  of  thanks  were  then  moved  bv  the 
President  to  the  Officers,  Committees,  Medical  and  Hospital 
Staffs,  Lady  Visitors,  Collectors,  Auditor,  Clergy,  FIosj  ital  Sun¬ 
day  Fund  Committee,  and  all  other  workers  for  the  Hospital. 
Carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Hardman  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Linen 
Guild,  seconded  by  Mr.  Day,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President, 
Mrs.  Harris,  was  acknowledged  by  Mrs.  Heygate. 

The  re-election  of  the  President  was  next  moved  and 
carried  by  acclamation,  followed  by  the  re-election  of  the  Chair¬ 
man.  The  ViceChairman  and  Hon.  Treasurers  were  also  re-elected. 


Mr.  Edwin  Nohle  was  elected  Hon.  Sec.  on  the  motion 
of  Dr.  Harris,  seconded  by  Mr.  Wylie.  There  were  eleven  nom- 
itnations  for  the  seven  vacancies  for  the  Committees.  The  fol¬
